If the principal objection to a Missouri Valley 
Authority is the fear that it might become a so- 
cialistic super-state, performing functions out- 
side those of water control, resource develop- 
ment and watershed planning, the commission 
should be able to fashion terms, that will lay 
this fear at rest. The objective of unified valley 
development is now, as it always has been, not 
to displace state authority or interfere with local 
rights but to do more economically and more 
efficiently what several federal agencies are al- 
ready doing. That could be made quite clear. 

' . * * 

The commission has héard proposals for a re- 
gional agency to be set up by interstate compact. 
While it will want to explore the possibilities 
there, it cannot ignore the fact that most of the 
funds for valley development are going to come 
from the federal government. Congress is un- 
likely to appropriate funds to an agency which 
it does not control. Therefore the problem is to 
develop an agency that will be responsible to 
Congress and at the same time responsive to and 
representative of the people of the valley. 

Money considerations also enter into the ques- 
tion of just what kind: of regional agency 
should be set up. If it were a mere co-ordinat- 
ing body, with. the actual administration of 
irrigation, flood control, power and soil con- 
servation left in the hands of other agencies 
which got most of the appropriations, it would 
be these other agencies, and not the. central 
body -which ran the show. Effective co-ordina- 
tion requires effectively unified administration. 

Fortunately the commission’s hearings sug- 
gest that these and other problems may now be 
soluble. It should have the good will of all re- 
sponsible valley interests in its important task 
of working out the solutions. 
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Mr. Elliott on Missouri’s Parks 

It is good to see that State Representative 
Howard Elliott, in his campaign for the Republi- 
can nomination for Governor, is underscoring 
the need for a nonpartisan, businesslike admin- 
istration of the Missouri State Park. System. 

Speaking at Maryville, Mr. Elliott, who served 
as Speaker of the House in the 1945-46 session, 
called attention té the fact that he co-sponsored 
a bill to overhaul the inefficient, wasteful con- 
cessioner system. That was a legislative effort 
in which Mr. Elliott is entitled to take much 
personal satisfaction, even though the bill was 
killed by a veto.

All 
these officials are busy fulltime on their own 
duties, with the result that none of them has 
the opportunity to give the State Parks the at- 
tention which they deserve. 

We hope Mr. Elliott’s continued emphasis on

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The Truck Strike Settled 

Mayor Darst has earned the public’s thanks 
for his persistence in keeping the truck strike 
negotiations going until a settlement had been 
reached.

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Best.Answer to a Silly Argument 

Earlier this week, we reprinted under the car- 
toon extracts from 12 outstate Missouri news- 
papers which have indorsed the candidacy of 
Stuart Symington for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the Senate seat of James P. Kem.

A Fierce and Timid Bloom 


THE RED CARNATION, Elio Vittorini, translated by 
Anthony Bower. (New Directions, 244 pgs., $3.) 
Harvey Curtis Webster in The Saturday 
Review. 


The writers of an age that has seen 
millions descend from the promise of child- 
hood to the “maturity” that accepts vio- 
lence and regimentation as a matter of 
eourse naurally find the period of ado- 
lescence unusually important. It is during 
this transitional period, they see, that. the 
innocent selfishness of childhood begins 
to or may become the crass insensitivity 
that characterizes so many adults today. 
Since nearly all of the amazingly . 
Italian writers of our day felt the pressure 
to give up their individuality to the father 
image of Mussolini, it is understandable 
that they are particularly preoccupied with 
adolescence, for it was then that the best 
and worst impulses within themselves ‘and 
those they knew were 
most evident. 

Although it is not 
as per.ect a novel as 
“In Sicily,” Elio Vit- 
torini’s early hook 
“The Red Carnation” 
deserves a high place 
among the contem- 
porary novels that 
explore the forma- 
tive years. It is about 
a 17-year-old student, 
Mainardi, who grew 
up in the tense years 
that immediately fol- 

Elio Vittorini lowed Fascism's seiz- 
ure of power. A sen- 
sitive, rather naive boy from a wealthy 
family, he falls in love with Giovanna; an 
older girl who seems to him both desirable 
and beyond desire. Frustrated in his love 
for her, he begins to long for the love of 
Zobeida, a beautiful prostitute whom his 
best friend, Tarquino, has described with 
ecstatic admiration. Feelings of guilt and 
insecurity that are partly personal and 
partly the consequence of living under 
totalitarianism impel him to become a Fas- . 
cist, to try to join the air force, to en- 
deavor to act with violent heroism so that 
the taint of childhood will be completely 
removed. 

Mainardi is probably the most complete- 
ly developed 17-year-old in contemporary 
literature. When he believes Giovanna 
may love him, he becomes “like a cock 
about to crow when I say to myself the 
word ‘T’.” His self-consciousness leads him 
to self-recognition, though not to realiza- 
tion of his best potentialities. He realizes 
his need for violent action is a substitute 
for requited love. He comes to understand 
that his joining the Fascists was greatly in- 
fluenced by his antipathy for his father’s 
renegade Socialism, that he 
separates spiritual and physical love, that 
he is potentially both a thief and a mur- 
derer. His particular case vividly illami- 
nates the general desire of adolescents. in 
times of unrest to find some “form. of 
authority which will relieve them of. re- 
sponsibility for their presumed wickedness 
and incompetence.” _ 

This revelation of the “whole truth” 
about Mainardi, who is both an individual 
and a representative case, makes “The Red 
Carnation” a valuable novel, but it is not 
nearly as satisfying a work of art as “In 
Sicily,” which Vittorini completed only a 
year later. The minor characters are never 
very convincing, the symbolism is often 
strained, the action is too loosely integrat- 
ed. Still there is a great deal more than 
the promise of future excellence in .“The

HANNOVER, Germany, Aug. 2 
(UP)—German Lutheran Bishop 
Hanns Lilje, who was arrested by 
the Nazis in connection with the 
bomb assassination plot against 
Adolf Hitler, was elected presi- 
dent of the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration yesterday. 

Dr. Lilje, 52-year-old bishop of 
the Lutheran State Church of 
Hannover, succeeds Bishop D. 
Anders Nygren of Lund, Sweden, 
as leader of 60,000,000 Lutherans 
throughout the world. 

He received 154 of 173 votes 
cast by delegates of 52 Lutheran 
churches from 24 nations repre- 
sented at the federation’s inter- 
national conference here. 

The conference, first to be held 
in Germany since the war, opened 
here last Friday and will end to- 
morrow with a rally of more than 
50,000 persons.

RED CROSS REVISES 
RED PROPOSAL ON. 
OUTLAWING A-BOMB 


TORONTO, Aug. 2 (AP)—Rus- 


sia was outmaneuvered yesterday | 79H 


on an attempt to get its proposals 
for barring the atom bomb before 
the Eighteenth International Red 
Cross conference. 

The conference approved two 
British amendments rewriting a 
Russian resolution and then voted 
48 to 0 to adopt the resolution as 
amended. There were eight ab- 
sentions. 

The first British amendment 
ealled for “international control 
of atomic energy” to insure the 
“prohibition of atomic weapons 
and the use of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes only.” All this 
would be achieved “within the 
framework of general , disarma- 
ment.” The Russians had called 
for “the immediate and unre- 
stricted prohibition” of atomic 
bombs. 

The second British amendment 
urged all national Red Cress so- 
cieties to support the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission. The Rus- 
sians, who have been critical of 
the commission, wanted to ig- 
nore it. 

Gen. Nikolai Slavin, head of 
the Soviet Red Cross organiza- 
tion, said he will bring up his 
original resolution at the next 
plenary session of the confer- 
ence Monday, 


MARGARET TRUMAN DODGES 
QUERY ON EUROPEAN WOMEN 


SALZBURG, Austria, Aug. 2 
(AP)—Margaret Truman skillfully 
ducked an Austrian newspaper 
man’s attempts today to get her 
to compare European and Ameri- 
can women. 

At a press conference a day 
after her arrival to attend the 
Salzburg musical festival, vaca- 
tioning Margaret told the re- 
porter: 

“I am afraid I was not very 
observant about the women in 
Europe, except that they seem to 
be well dressed and very nice 
looking. The only difference be- 
tween the women of various 
European nations seems to be 
that they don’t speak the same 
language.”

The Rev. Dr. Lentz was the 
director of a national interde- 
nominational conference on young 
adult work held week at Lake 
Geneva, Wis. There were 106 per- 
sons from states and Canada. 


The Rev. W. Elbert Starn of 
St. Louis, exécutive secretary of 
the Disciples Council, was in 
charge of social life at Lake Ge- 
neva. Three other St. Louisans 
attended: E. Lee Neal, editor of 
adult literature for the Christian 
Board of Publication; Fred Mc- 
Queen, editor of literature for 
adults of the Evangelical and Re-. 
formed Church, Eden Publishing 
House, and Mrs.- Hazel Morris, a 
member of Carondelet Evangel- 
ical and Reformed Church. 

Representatives of 17 denomi- 
nations took ‘part in six days of 
discussion and planning. It was 
the first conference on adult 
work held by the |National Coun- 
cil. The delegates shared pro- 
grams, plans, and problems. They 
cultivated interdenominational ap- 
preciation and understanding, and 
compared personal and group sit- 
uations and needs. 

Director Lentz stated the main 
problem of work with young 
adults on the first day: “Most 
churches are still trying to pour 
these young adults into formal 
activities and organizations that 
don’t suit their interests. As a 
result, a lot of individuals who 
were active in church in their 
childhood and youth are lost to 
the church in their young adult 
years. 

“The local church must keep 

its young adult organizations 
really young adult. Older mem- 
bers don’t want to move: out of 
it, so it loses its appeal to the 
ng. 
“There are more young unmar- 
ried women than men interested 
in church organizations — and 
many of the young men seem to 
be considered ineligible marriage- 
wise. Without married couples, it 
might be hard to have a good 
mixed young people’s group.” 

The constituent denominations 
of the National Council include 
5,500,000 members 24 to 35 years 
of age. The Lake Geneva confer- 
ence agreed that “every oppor- 
tunity should be’ provided by the 
churches for young adults to de- 
velop to their full personal ma- 
turity as Christians. In addition, 
the church has the responsibility 
of training these leaders of the 
future for the world and the 
church which they will serve.”

Robert Boucher, S.J., who has

He 
gave a talk on Catholic action in 
France at a public meeting 
Wednesday night at the Catholic

Asked about the state of reli- 
gion in his own country, Boucher 
said, “In some parts of France no 
one goes to church. Parts of 
Paris are pagan. But in the little 
towns in the provinces churches 
are filled with people on Sunday 
morning. 

“Many people come to church 
only for their first communion, 
for marriage, funerals, and per- 
haps at Easter. 

“Anti-clericalism, is not as 
strong as 20. years ago, but now 
it is Communism,’a real threat to 
Catholicism. - 

“In the towns there. are little 
groups of laymen who will never 
quit working to change the life of 
their country. Catholic action is 
working with students, labor, 
farmers, sailors, professional 
classes, and office workers. They 
are not many but they are doing a 
marvelous work. This is why I 
say there is still hope. 

“There are 51,000 priests in 
France, one for every 650 French- 
men. But we have a saying in 
France, “The Catholic Church is 
not the work of the priests but of 
every Catholic.’ 

“The problem {fs how to reor- 
ganize the church in France in a 
new way. The old way was to 
have a parish every five miles. 
Now we took on France as a mis- 
sion country, not pagan, but a 
country where new methods are 
needed. In his mission a priest 
may move from one parish, one 
group, to another. We are going 
to the people who don’t now come 
to church. The old framework 
cannot be used as it was many 
years ago. 

“It is a problem to understand 
the worker in France—what does 
the worker think about life? about 
religion? Living with the work- 
ers is a new way of preaching 
the gospel.” 

Boucher related his experience 
as a worker in the Catholic Action 
movement in France for six years. 
“Tt was a student in a little Cath- 
olic college: in Lyons in 1935, 


gested meetings of students to 
discuss our problems. From that 
day, students from public schools, 
from our little Catholic colleges | 
and other Catholic schools began | 
to organize little groups to see | 
what we could do to improve con- | 
ditions” 

Many of the students who en 
rolled in Catholic Action groups 
in 1935 now “are leaders in the 
political field from the Catholic 
point of view,” Boucher said.

: Effective Barrier. 

This represents a fairly effec- 
tive barrier for the individual 
drafted for 24 months of service. 
The reason, ‘said the Army, is 
that there are not enough pro- 
motions to go around. The solution 
is to make the few promotions 
that are available harder to get. 

Back of all this are budget re- 


strictions which make it impos- 


sible for the Army to be generous 
in promotions—and pay increases 
—to officers and enlisted men. 

' Heretofore, the Army has re- 
quired that a private remain in 
that grade at least four months. 
Promotions to other’ enlisted 
ranks could come no faster than 
two months apart. 

The new system retains the 
four-month requirement for pri- 
vates, but sets these new mini- 
mum “periods of service in pres- 
ent grade”: private first class, six 
months; corporal, eight months; 
sergeant, 10 months; sergeant first 
class, 12 months. 

Preliminary Service. 

In addition, it requires that the 
private perform the duties of 
private first class at least two 
months before advancing to that 
rank. For each step up in grade, 
an individual miust have an added 
month of preliminary service in 
the higher position. Thus, the 
sergeant first class must have 
served at least six months of his 
12 months or more in that grade 


in a master sergeant’s job before 


he can receive the added stripe. 
The Army said it is setting up 
a separate, more liberal promo-

Exceptions to the requirements

CHARLES SPAULDING 
DIES, ONE OF RICHEST 
NEGROES IN NATION 


DURHAM, N. C., Aug. 2 (AP) 
-~Charles Clinton Spaulding, one 
of the richest Negroes in Amer- 
ica, died of bronchial pneumonia 
yesterday on his seventy-eighth 
birthday. 

One of 14 children of a former 
slaye, he rose to become president 
of the North Carolina Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. The firm i¢ 
recognized as the world’s largest 
all-Negro enterprise. 

Mr. Spaulding was born on a 
Columbus country farm just 10 
years after President Lincoln 
freed the slaves. He rose from his 
first job as a $10-a-month dish- 
washer to become a financially 
prominent leader of his race in 
the South. He never announced 
the amount of his wealth. 

A devoted follower of Booker 
“T.-Washington, he was known by 
members of his race as “Mr. 

Like Washington, 
he emphasized the need of inter- 
racial co-operation between whites 
and’ Negroes.

If the family income 
is limited now, do whatever you can to make it meet the neces- 
sities and keep your home as free as possible from worry and 
His irritation and drinking probably

can be sdlved. For the time being, don’t try to talk with him 
about it, just do the best you can and stand by.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


NE, of the drawbacks to all 
() tris outdoor living is that it’s 

rough on the outdoor furni- 
ture. When jit begins to rain you 
ean take off for the house but 
nine times out of ten the-furniture 
has to sit there and take it. 

Eventually, rust spots will be- 
gin to appear on some-of the metal 
pieces. You can ignore these spots 
if you wish but it’s a lot simpler 
to do something about them now 
before the condition gets bad? 

What you have to do is to re- 
move all the loose paint around 
the rust area and this can be done 
with a scraper or éven a knife. 
Now you want to remove the rust 
and for this you need some steel 
wool and maybe some kerosene or 
oil. Emery cloth is excellent for 
very fine rust and for: finishing 
the job. 

Next you’ve got to remove the 
oil because this will spoil the 
paint and so wipe the metal down 
with benzine. Even if you didn’t 


use oil to remove the rust it’s wise . 


to wipe the metal down with the 
benzine to be sure that it’s clean. 

At this point you are ready for 
the metal primer—a must. You 


can use red lead or zinc dust 
primer and you'll need one coat. 
When this is dry, apply a finish 
coat of the same color enamel as 
used on the original job. 

Be certain it’s an exterior or 
outside enamel for interior fin- 
ishes will not last for long when 
exposed to the weather.

FACTS ABOUT POLIO. 

O DATE this year 19 resident 
T cases Of poliomyelitis have 

been reported to the St. Louis 
Health Division: This compares 
with five resident cases reported 
for the corresponding. period of 
last year. I hasten to point out 
emphatically, however, that this 
increase in cases in no sense con- 
stitutes an epidemic and there is 
no occasion at this time for undue 
alarm. 

Facts Fight Fears! An annual 
incidence of 10 cases per 100,000 
population is considered normal. 
Eighty-five cases of polio in St. 
Louis would be considered nor- 
mal. The chance of contracting 
polio is ahout one in 10,000 in a 
non-epidemic area. Yet parents 
get panicky when polio is men- 
tioned. What they fear is that 
the patient will be left crippled, 
but this happens only in a small 
minority of cases. Of every 100 
individuals who contract infantile 
paralysis, 50 will recover com- 
pletely and be none the worse 
for their experience; 25-30 will 
show after effects but not enough 
to interfere with their leading a 
practically normal life; 15-20 will 
be left seriously crippled; 5-10
